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WE MUST BE TRUE 


the Church has given considerable attention to 

its past. Continuing in this vein, I would like to 
call your attention to those early saints of God who 
labored and suffered in the cause of God to set the 
Church of God on its way. 

Our heritage is one of which we can be very proud. 
As the world would view it, it may lack many 
things; but, then, the world has never understood 
those who are driven by the zeal of Christ. 

I give thanks to God that our background is one of 
holiness and Pentecostal power. There are no lords or 
nobles in our background. Our church ancestors were 
not the gentry or the aristocracy—they were plain, 
humble, sincere children of God. They were holiness 
people. They believed it, preached it, talked it, prac- 
ticed it, so much that some of them gave their lives 
for it. All of them gave their lives to it. No prissy, 
watered-down, mealymouthed, shamefaced, holiness- 
denying preaching of our day is worthy to stand in 
the shoes of these people. My prayer is that I might be 
worthy of them. I am not ashamed that they were 
rough, unpolished, uneducated and utterly plain, for 
beneath that there was holiness and faith and power 
and love. My concern is whether or not they would be 
ashamed of me. They should be if with our “polish” 
and “education” and “refinement” we have forgotten 
to be holy, or to pray and to fast and believe. We need 
conviction today, with strength enough to stand on 
our two legs and declare it. 

Saints of God have walked upon the earth during 
the Pentecostal outpouring and the world knew it not. 
They did not know it because their own prejudice 
blinded their eyes and their own reviling drowned the 
truth from their ears. Those humble folk often 
dressed in homespun because they had no silk; they 
often walked because they had no way to ride; they 
often fasted because they had no food. But they had 
conviction and faith and purpose that was to them 
better than silk and comfort and food. Let us never 
forget this; unless we have it, too, they were far richer 
than we are, with all our silk and cars and houses 
and laden tables. 

I love those early Pentecostal saints, some of whom 
died before I was born. Names that are little known 
today, L. Howard Juillerat, J. W. Buckalew, T. L. 
McLain, Flora E. Bower, R. M. Evans, F. J. Lee, J. B.

Ellis and a host of others lived and suffered and died 
that we might be where we are today. The world was 
not worthy of them. They were despised and rejected, 
they were shot, they were whipped, they were stoned, 
they were imprisoned, they were cursed, they were 
hauled into court, they were slandered and maligned, 
grocers refused to sell them food, and at least two 
were killed. 

They were guilty of one crime; they believed in 
holiness. 

Because they lived we are in a better day. If our day 
is better than theirs, then let us beware lest our lives 
be worse than theirs. If our possessions are more than 
theirs, then let us beware lest our devotion to God be 
less than theirs. Must we suffer as they did in order 
to have the consecration they had? Will we pray only 
in an hour of trouble? Will we fast only when there 
is nothing to eat? Will we trust God only when we can 
no longer trust the arm of flesh? 

Now this is no senile whining for the “good old 
days.” The day in which we live is our day, just as the 
day in which our forefathers lived was their day. My 
plea is that we meet the demands of our day just as 
they met the demands of theirs. Every day of every 
year demands holiness of those who profess His name. 
The need of holiness is just as great today as it was 
yesterday, as is the need of faith and conviction and 
devotion. 

We need other things, too: education, for instance. 
But let us be very sure that our education is in ad- 
dition to our faith, not a substitute for it. Organiza- 
tion is another; but it must be with the power of the 
Spirit and not in the place of it. Prosperity, pop- 
ularity. prestige and program are needed today; but 
in addition to, and not in the place of, prayer, purpose 
and Pentecostal power. 

This is a good day in which to live; it is the day 
in which God wants us to live. Yet there are times 
when it is well to consider the days of old. Let us be 
sure that we do not deviate in our course, that we do 
not miss the mark, that we are true to that which 
begot us and gave us life.

HIS SONG “JUST a Few

written in the year of 1952, 
when I was pastoring at Parkwood 
near Birmingham, Alabama. Even 
though God blessed us greatly 
during the two years we stayed 
there, at this time I was having 
some very trying experiences. Be- 
cause of these trials I had become 
very despondent. In one of my 
hours of deep discouragement, God 
reached down His great hand of 
love and mercy to lift me out of 
the mire of despondency. 


Even though at times it is easy 
to forget, God is always very near 
to His children and is always ready 
to work all things “together for 
good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according 
to His purpose.” In His all-wise 
way He used these experiences, 
along with some words by Eliza- 
beth Mills, to inspire the writing 
of this song. Though the trials were 
hard at the moment, I can now be 
thankful for them, for this song 
and a song entitled “Give Me the 
Crumbs From the Master’s Table” 
are my favorites of all that I have 
composed. My continuing prayer is 
that God will bless this song to 
every singer and listener wherever 
it goes. 


I have been in the Church of God 
about forty-eight years. I taught 
the first regular singing school 
that was taught in the Church of 
God. It was held at the Old Dora 
Church in Phillips Camp, in Ala- 
bama. This was before we had a 
church building at Dora, Ala- 
bama. I have taught over 200 sing- 
ing schools with more than half 
of them in the Church of God. I 
have pastored about twenty or 
twenty-two churches, and have 
worked in about fourteen states 
in the Union. 


I helped compile the second song 
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book the Church of God published, 
with Brother M. S. Lemons and 
Brother Efford Haynes. I have been 
closely associated with the music 
department of the Church since it 
was organized in 1930 and with 
Brother Otis McCoy, the first music 
editor of the department under the 
trade name Tennessee Music and 
Printing Company. I thank God 
that He has let me live to see the 
Church grow as it has. 

Thanks to all of those who 
prayed for me when I was so sick. 





I shall never forget Brother James 
A. Cross for coming by and praying 
for me. I also especially appreciate 
Brother Woodrow Byrd and the 
many others who visited me at that 
time. I should also like to take 
this opportunity to thank the 
Church for the financial help they 
gave me while I was sick. 

God has truly blessed me during 
my lifetime. On February 25, 1962, 
I will be threescore and twelve. I 
realize that I have “just a few more 
days to labor, just a few more 
miles to run.” As the time nears 
that I shall lay down this life and 
go to meet Him for whom I have 
labored all these years, I have these 
words yearning in my soul, “Oh, 
when will those sweet moments 
come, when I shall lay my armor 
by and dwell at peace in my new 
home?”

Servicemen’s Retreat in Europe

ERE IS THE REPORT on 
the Servicemen’s Retreat at 
Berchtesgaden, Germany. 

Many of you have seen the 
place. If you haven’t you will never 
know what it is like until you 
do. Berchtesgaden is beautiful be- 
yond description, and for whatever 
other opinions you may have con- 
cerning Hitler he certainly picked 
an ideal spot to get away from it 
all. This as you probably know is 
where he had his hideout. I would 
like to share something of what 
God did at Berchtesgaden last 
month. 

It would be difficult to arrive at 
the place and not be reminded of 
God as He is reflected in the 
grandeur of His creation. The NAE 
Servicemen’s Retreat was held at 
the General Walker Hotel, which 
leaves little to be desired in the 
way of physical comforts, eating 
arrangements, etc. Most of the peo- 
ple arrived Monday evening, Sep- 
tember 18 and the Retreat closed 
with breakfast on Friday morning, 
September 22. There were a total of 
150 persons registered for the re- 
treat. 

The Reverend H. D. Williams, who 
is chairman of the Commission on 
Chaplains and Service to Military 
Personnel, conducted our morning 
devotions at 0730 hours. These chal- 
lenges directly from the Word of 
God, which exalted the Lord Jesus 
Christ, proved to be a tremendous 
blessing to all of us. It is not pos- 
sible to estimate how much more 
valuable the other activities during 
the day were, because we were 
brought face to face with Christ 
in the light of His Word at the 
beginning. 

Group prayer meetings were held 
after breakfast and then each per- 
son went to his respective study 
class. Mr. Dan Piatt conducted a 
class on “How to Witness for 
Christ”; Chaplain (Capt.) Charles 
C. Currie, USAR, had a class on 
“How to Study the Bible”; Chap- 
lain Robert B. Herndon, USA, 
taught a class on “The Christian 
Home and Family”; Mrs. J. O. Bax- 
ter led a class on “The Deeper Spir- 
itual Life’; and Reverend Paul 





Williscroft shared some of his ex- 
periences and information on 
“Evangelical Missions in Europe.” 
The regret of most people during 
this hour was the fact that they 
could not be in five places at one 
time. While thoroughly enjoying 


and appreciating the class they 
were in, it would have been good 
if we could have profited from 


the others also. 

At 1100 hours we all met together 
for the morning worship service. A 
choir was organized under the ex- 
cellent leadership of Reverend La- 
mar McDaniel who did an out- 
standing job arranging for us to 
have a good balance of inspira- 
tional music with the other activ- 
ities. Mrs. Lamar McDaniel pro- 
vided several solo numbers and the 
men’s quartet from the Bible School 
at Durwstadt, Germany, ministered 
to us in song again and again. Dr. 
Charles Anderson brought some 
very inspiring messages and at the 
same time shared some of the 
Sg the Lord is doing through 


The afternoons were free for 
sightseeing. For all the things there 
were to see and do it was not easy 
to decide how to use this time. 
There was abundant evidence and 


testimony to the fact that the Holy 
Spirit continued His work during 
the afternoons as_ individuals 
shared their mutual burdens and 
concerns while enjoying a sight- 
seeing tour. 

The evening sessions were the 
times when we were challenged by 
Mr. Dan Piatt, on loan to us 
through the generosity of the Billy 
Graham Evangelistic Association, 
on the subject of witnessing for 
Christ. It was the consensus of 
opinion of the leaders present that 
the conference was profitable for 
all who attended. 

The last evening of the retreat 
Dan proved himself equal to a very 
interesting and inspiring message. 
He held the rapt attention of the 
entire audience as he spoke for al- 
most two hours on the Second Com- 
ing of our Lord. At the close there 
was such a large number of those 
who indicated a desire to accept 
Christ as their Saviour or receive 
the assurance of their salvation, 
that it was not possible to deal per- 
sonally with those who desired to 
rededicate their lives to Him. Six- 
teen remained after the service for 
further instructions regarding their 
salvation. 

This is only the beginning of the 
story. It tells nothing of the many 
who went away with notes and 
specific plans on how to be a more 
effective witness in their respective 
jobs and places of responsibility. 
Nor does it mention the contin- 
uing work of the Holy Spirit as 
groups traveled together on their 
way home from the conference. 

Plans are already being made for 
another retreat at Berchtesgaden 
next year as well as one or two in 
the Far East. Praise the Lord for 
what He is doing and will do in 
and through our personnel in the 
Armed Forces.

The Christian and His Church 


Acts of the Apostles: “And they continued 

stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. And 
they, continuing daily with one accord in the temple, 
and breaking bread from house to house, did eat 
their meat with gladness and singleness of heart, 
Praising God, and having favour with all the people. 
And the Lord added to the church daily such as 
should be saved” (Acts 2:42, 46, 47). 

The sterling character of those early Christians is 
reflected in their unwavering faith in the apostles’ 
doctrine. Fellowship with their risen Lord is reflected 
in their love one for the other, their fellowship to- 
gether in their new found joy in the grace and 
fellowship of their risen Lord. These Christian virtues 
provoke us to a renewed interest in Church fellowship. 
I think it is the church’s duty to make church wor- 
ship as attractive as possible. All Christians every- 
where should contribute to the building of a greater 
fellowship in the body of Christ, and not be a victim 
of Satan in sowing seeds of discord or contributing 
in any way to divisions that mar the beauty and de- 
stroy the effectiveness of church fellowship. 

I am sure that Christians everywhere agree that the 
early Church remains the model Church of all ages 
in that it was constantly engaged in the task of de- 
veloping an organized life best suited to continue the 
work of Christ in a changing world. We honor them 
for what they were in themselves through the grace 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. The spiritual unity mani- 
fested by them should not be lost by us. Their zeal, 
humility, and faith are an open rebuke to the in-

different, proud faithlessness of Christians today. We 
must cultivate the Christian virtues possessed by the 
early Christians. The work of Christ in the Church 
depends on it. 

The Apostle Paul writes in Ephesians 4:3, “Endeav- 
ouring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace” (King James Translation), “Continuing with 
eager earnestness to maintain the unity of the Spirit 
through the tie of peace” (Williams’ Translation), 
“Be eager and strive earnestly to guard and keep 
the harmony and oneness produced by the Spirit in 
the binding power of peace” (Amplified New Testa- 
ment). 

Man’s spiritual life is social in character. There- 
fore, Christian fellowship is essential to Christian liv- 
ing. No man should live to himself or die to him- 
self. One has said, “I can live just as good without 
the church as I can in it.” But not so—no more than 
can the hand say to the body, “I have no need of 
thee.” The power and effectiveness of the Church’s 
outreach for suffering, dying souls depends upon her 
united efforts. This makes an understanding of Chris- 
tian fellowship imperative to understanding the 
Church. Church fellowship is a spiritual union of 
saved people and is based on spiritual realities. The 
unifying center is Christ Jesus and the gospel. Church 
fellowship is not a social club or civic order designed 
to meet only the physical needs of man. 

The fellowship of the Church is of unique quality 
which is best described by the word union. This or- 
ganic quality of fellowship is expressed in the New 
Testament in a number of figures of speech. The 


Church is the body of Christ, so its members suffer oa 

















and rejoice together. The Church is the household of 
God. This describes the close relationship of Chris- 
tians. “Now therefore ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellowcitizens with the saints, and of 
the household of God” (Ephesians 2:19). The Church 
is a building “in whom all the building fitly framed 
together groweth unto an holy temple in the Lord” 
(Ephesians 2:21). Jesus prayed that believers might 
be united in faith and fellowship when He said, “That 
they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and 
I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that the 
world may believe that thou hast sent me” (John 
17:21). Then He said to His followers, “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to another” (John 13:35). 

So now we can say, “We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we love the brethren. 
He that loveth not his brother abideth in death” 
(1 John 3:14). No other fellowship in the world match- 
es that which should exist in the Church and must 
exist in some degree if the Church is to enlarge the 
kingdom of Christ on earth. 


The purpose of this fellowship is not mutual en- 


joyment, but creative growth into mature manhood in 
Christ Jesus. The holiness of God demands growth, 
“But grow in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ” (2 Peter 3:18). Self-right- 
eousness is a constant danger to Christian fellowship. 
So our fellowship with Him and His Church grows 
as we walk in the light of His Word (1 John 1:7). 
There must be recognition that the Church is made 
of born-again people who are progressing daily in 
the principles and doctrines of the New Testament. 


Christian fellowship is a concerted effort to achieve 
the ideals of Jesus in our church life. This calls for a 
willingness on the part of each member to accept the 
discipline which is designed to bring his life into con- 
formity with the life of Christ. The most effective 
discipline is voluntary. Of course, the discipline is de- 
termined by the goal. The Apostle approached the 
climax on the lesson of discipline when he taught, 
“Know ye not that they which run in a race run all, 
but one receiveth the prize? So run, that ye may ob- 
tain.” But remember he says, “And every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate in all things. 
Now they do it to obtain a corruptible crown; but we 
an incorruptible. I therefore so run, not as uncertainly; 
so fight I, not as one that beateth the air: But I 
keep under my body, and bring it into subjection: 
lest that by any means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a castaway” (1 Corinthians 
9:24-27). 

Christian fellowship is expressed through our will- 
ingness to share our blessings with others. “But whoso 
hath this world’s good, and seeth his brother have 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of compassion from 
him, how dwelleth the love of God in him? My lit- 
tle children, let us not love in word, neither in tongue; 
but in deed and in truth” (1 John 3:17, 18). 

Possibly the most important element in Christian 


s fellowship is helpfulness. “We then that are strong 


ought to bear the infirmities of the weak, and not to 
please ourselves” (Romans 15:1). “Brethren, if a man 
be overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of meekness; considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted” (Galatians 6:1). 

Church fellowship is more than a mutual improve- 
ment society. However, where the gospel of Christ is 
preached, society is affected for the better. The 
Church has a commission from Christ to convert 
men to the righteousness of God. In accomplishing 
this task, the New Testament plan of evangelism is 
the most effective. There is a dangerous trend reflect- 
ing itself in some churches today: they make a dis- 
tinction between full-time workers and other mem- 
bers of the church. We must remember that all Chris- 
tians are called to serve. This does not imply uniform- 
ity of service, but unity in service, which is so greatly 
needed today. 

Christian fellowship must reflect itself in our sted- 
fastness in the holiness faith and Pentecostal doctrine 
and experience. Our fellowship, together in the grace 
of Jesus Christ, must reflect itself in our compassion- 
ate outreach for the souls of men. The assurance of 
success is outlined in Psalm 126, “He that goeth forth 
and weepeth. .. .” This going forth is going from the 
place of prayer. It is compassionate praying that 
moves Christians to serve God through His Church in 
their efforts to evangelize the world. “He that goeth 
forth,” not he that sits at home, shall win the reward. 
He who works as a partner with God’s Church must 
work faithfully and wait patiently for His reward.

The Mangyan Tribe 


LOVELL R. CARY, Missionary Overseer 


IVING IN THE mountains 
Es of Oriental Mindoro, an is- 

land of the Philippines, lo- 
cated only one hundred miles from 
the city of Manila, are twenty-five 
thousand primitive Mangyans. 
These people are believed to have 
come from Malaya, as their lan- 
guage is similar. They have not 
been affected too much by civi- 
lization, and they still live in their 
aboriginal way. Even though they 
are quite primitive, they proved to 
be very friendly when I visited with 
them in January. 

For food, the Mangyans eat roots, 
bananas, monkeys, coconuts, and 
other mountain-grown products 
that nature provides. Some of the 
more civilized Mangyans have be- 
gun to grow a little rice and 
camoti (sweet potato). 

The home of the Mangyan is 
never permanent, as he is always 
on the move. Many of them sleep 
on the ground at night, while some 
make a small shelter from bamboo 
and leaves. The inadequate shelter, 
of course, causes a great amount 
of sickness among them. 

Mangyans especially like the be- 
tel nut, which comes from a palm 


s tree. They grind it and mix white 


lime with it, then chew it. Event- 
ually this darkens their teeth, and 
many lose them. They are taught 
that they must chew the betel nut, 
or the sins and evils of their fore- 
fathers will come upon them. It is 
very easy to know when you are in 
Mangyan territory, as there is an 
orangey-looking spittle all over the 
ground from their chewing the be- 
tel nut. 

During January of this year I 
visited our work in Mindoro and 
found that the Church of God was 
lifting up Christ to these primitive 
people. In fact, one of our minis- 
ters has an all Mangyan church. 
They came to church dressed in 
their loin cloths; however, God did 
not look at them according to their 
dress, or lack of it, but as souls 
who needed to know about His Son 
and our Saviour, Jesus Christ. It 
was a thrilling experience to see 
them come forward for prayer at 
the close of the message. 

Our services were conducted at 
our church in Cagancan, where pas- 
tor Pacito Quezon is working. The 
chapel is of bamboo and coogan 
grass; and if we had had a rain, 
I am afraid the roof would have 
leaked very badly. We conducted 
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two nights and two days of serv- 
ices in Cagancan and saw fifteen 
converted and five receive the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. There were 
a number healed of sickness and 
disease and among them were sev- 
eral Mangyans. 

The trip to Mindoro is a hard 
one, requiring twenty hours by bus 
and boat. It took us twelve hours 
to travel eighty-seven miles. On the 
trip over we had to ride a carabao 
(water buffalo to Americans) 
across a raging river. It was an ex- 
perience I shall not soon forget. 
We had to leave at night in order 
to catch the boat at noon the next 
day for the island of Luzon. We 
walked six kilometers, beginning at 
eleven o’clock p.m., and as we 
walked we could see the fires of 
the Mangyans on the mountain- 
sides, which reminded us that we 
must do all that is possible for the 
warmth of the Spirit to fill the 
hearts of these primitive people. 

I will be returning to Mindoro in 
October to conduct meetings, at 
which time I plan to go into the 
mountains to witness to these peo- 
ple. We ask you to pray for this 
trip that we might be used of God 
in bringing Christ to their lives.
